general manager, W. C. Mitchell, and 
who, by the way, is himself a product 
from the banks of "Benny Doon," 
and can quote passages from nature's 
gifted poet, by the yard. The gener- 
al manager is a man so easily api 
proached, despite his high position, 
that one is made to throw off all re- 
straint and feel at perfect ease while 
in his company. 


The different departments visited m 


this huge pile of buildings are kept in 
as dean and as well ventilated condit- 
ion as works of this kind can possibly 
bo made. Even the grounds around 
tLe buildings are carefully kept clean 
and no \ estige of filth is ever per- 
mitted to remain around onttie ground 
floor.
